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REPORT 


OF THE 


a Sirperintewing Sela € sumittes 


As the close of another school year. approaches, the 
matters pertaining to the education of our boys and girls 


claim a share of our attention. 


While the record of attendance in most of the schools 
is much better than in former years, there is still great 


_ meed of further improvement in this direction. Fifteen 


and one half days attendanee during a term of 12 weeks 
is a poor record, but this is the record which we find in 
one case. Such a term of school, for that scnolar, 
amounts to nothing. 

Five sets of five maps each have been purchased for 
use in our school rooms. They are spoken very highly | 
of by the teachers as being a great help in teaching geog- — 
raphy. The fifty dollars appropriated at our last annual 
meeting for this purpose was barely sufficient to pay the 
net cost of these, by getting a liberal discount from the 
usual price, without leaving anything for the purchase of 
globes. Smaller and cheaper maps could have been 
bought at a leas price, but after examining several price 
lists, and sending for some sample maps, we could find 
nothing that we thought adapted to our wants that we 
could buy any cheaper. 
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The school house in former District No. 9 hee been a 
4 


shingled at a cost of forty-five doliars and fifty «cents 
[$45.50] and the balance of the one hundred dollars 
raised for permanent repairs was used in papering and 
whitewashing school rooms in No. 1, 3, and Centre and 
repairing the chimney in No. 1. This makes these rooms 
very pleasant and comfortable. Something will have to 
be done to the plastering in No. 2 very soon, and the 
bluckboards in nearly all the school rooms are in a bad 
condition. Ifa special appointment is not made for this 
purpose, some portion uf the school mouey } will have to be 
used. 


Seven of our scholars have attended school in Benton 


during the year. Five dollars each was the price asked 
by the Benton School Board, but as some of them went 
ouly a part of the year, we prevailed on them to call the 
number six, and we paid them thirty dollars. There was 
no Winter term on Foster Hill, and the five scholars from 
there were carried to No. 3 at an expense of lou one 
dollars. 

As required by the law aie at the last session of the 
Legislature, we have collected intothe treasury the School 
Funds held by former districts No. 1 and 2, the income 
of which is to be used to give additional schooling in those 
districts. Ten dollars were used for that purpose in No. 2 
the past Winter, and the school lengthened out two weeks 
in that wav. We have also collected from the Town 


Treasurer the unpaid balance of the school orders of dis-— 
trict No. 9 for the years 1882 and 1885. This is available 


for ordianary school purposes if there is no school in that 
district. 


All bills have been paid upon orders drawn upon the 
Treasurer, signed by two or more of the School Board, 
and these orders have beeh recerded in a book kept for 
that purpose, which is open to the inspection of any voter 
in the district. | 

We omit the usual comments in detail upon the several 
schools, believeing that while sume good may be accom- 
plished by fthat course harm may sometimes result by giving 
undue praise in some cases and in others underserved crit- 
icism. Occasionally we find teachers» who seem to be en- 
tirely satisiied with what they have accomplished, but 
many and in fact most of our good teachers fail in attain- 
ing the results to which they aspire. Sometimes scholars 
pass a good examination and sometimes they fail to do 
justice to themselves or their teacher, and our conclusions 
based upon a Visit of two or three hours duration are often 
faulty. We have tried to secure the services of the beat 
teachers and in most cases have been satisfied with the 
result. 

Some of the schools have been eminently satisfactory, 
not only to the Sebool Bourd but to the parents and pupils 
{n some cases complaint has been made perhaps justly, 
that the descipline was not what it should be. Im some of 
these cases perhaps the fault was not wholly with the 
teacher. | 

It is all right for a parent to give the teacher liberty to 
punish his children all that may be necessary to make 
them behave properly in school, but sometimes a few 
‘words to the children themselves in regard to their con- 
dust would be worth more than: much severer measures 
by their teachers.
